AT COLORED BARBECUE

Broken Up By Pistol Duel Between Women In A Crowded Room 
^ And Many Shot And Injured In the Stampede.

The colored uopulatioti hud a bar- 
becue in a factory near the I C. 
depot at Gracay S'aturJay night, that 
broke up in a stampede caused by 
two women shooting at each other 
nd In the fusillade five or six per 
sons were shot and wounded and 
many others injured. 

Near the rear door of the factory 
is a large sinkhole ten feet in depth 
and fifteen feet across. The house 
was full and as the crowd stampeded 
many fell headlong into the gaping 
mouth of the sinkhole and others 
were crowded upon them until the 
hole was filled to the top and the 
last to come out ran over the bodies 
of the wriggling mass of scream- 
ing numanity. to places of safety. 
Many leaped from the windows 
and one window became choked 
with several buy a trying to get 
out at once and into this mass a 
heavy negro named Pink Dabney. 
plunged, knocking the boys far out 
side, except one whose clothing 
caught on a nail until he was turn 
loose by Dabney's jumping on him 
as he hung suspended under the 
window. Inside many who could 
not get out threw themselves Hat on 
the floor until the pistols were emp 
tied. 

As near as it can be learned the 
trouble started when Frank Gard- 
ner's wife caught Frank talking to 
Minnie Morris and before the men 
could prevent it, the two women 
were shooting at each other, and 
Gardner's wife is said to have taken 
one shot at him. Although hring|at 
close range, neither of the combat- 
ants was injured, the bullets all 
hitting those not participating.

"When a Canadian visits the 

United States and reads in your pa- 
pers of the outrageous lynchings that 
frequently occur in the south, it sur- 
prises and shocks him," said An- 
drew Shearer, a solicitor of Montreal, 
at the Raleigh. "Such a thing as 
a lynching was never known in Can- 
ada, though, I suppose, that occasion- 
ally crimes are committed that 
arouse the people to an intense state 
of horror and indignation. 

"Such is the respect for the law, 
however, instilled in the people 
through centuries of British rule, 
that no one would think of raising 
a Juknd against an officer of the law. 
I tttiio seen crowds around a prisoner 
guilty of committing murder or oth- 
er crime that arouses the wrath of 
the people, but there never is an at- 
tempt to injure him. The law must 
'take its course, and the people never 
interfere. It is astonishing to Pana« 
jdifaa, therefore, to read of the law- 
lessness that exists in some parts of 
the United States."— Washington 

LIGHT AS BARRIER TO EELS. 

! The Danish government has begun 
an interesting effort to aid the fish- 
eamen of the Baltic by preventing 
the migration of eels from that sea 
into the ocean. The means employed 
is a "barrier of light," formed by 
placing fifty electric lamps along a 
submerged cable between the island 
of Fano and the coast of Funen. 
The effectiveness of such a barrier 
depends upon the fact that the eels 
migrate only during the dark hours. 
Accordingly, as soon as darkness be- 
gins, in the season of migration, the 
lamps are illuminated, and thus a 
wall of light is interposed from 
which the eels recoil. A similar prin- 
ciple is said to have been employed 
from time immemorial by fishermen 
on certain parts of the coast of Italy.

WAS FIRST ANTI-TRUST LAW 



Issued In Yaar 4*3 by tmperor 
Zano Prohibited Monopoly 
In 



In the year 1s t the 
issued an edict beginning with thia 
declaration : 

"We command that no one may 
presume to exercise a monopoly of 
any kind of doth, or of flah, or of 
any other thing serving for food or 
for any other use, whatever its na- 
ture may be, either of bis own au- 
thority, or under a rescript of an 
emperor already procured, or that 
may hereafter be procured ... nor 
may any person combine or agree, 
in unlawful meetings, that different 
kinds of merchandise may not bo 
•old at a less price than they may 
have agreed among themselves." 

This is the earliest anti-tmst act 
that Mr. Hannia Taylor reports in 
his recent imposing volume on "Tha 
Origin and Growth of tfie American 
Constitution." But s-sarybody knows 
that the evil which it was directed 
against was ancient before Zeno'a 
time. The earliest recorded instance 
of monopoly was when Joseph, as 
prime minister of Egypt, stored up 
grain in expectation of the seven lean

NAVAL OFFICER'S BRAVE DEED 



Throws Five Cartridge* Into Sea and 
Prevents Disaster on British 
Warship. 

The bravest thing I ever saw oc- 
curred on H. M. S. Magnificent in 
Tetuan bay in the year 1905. We 
were engaged in the usual quarterly 
firing, and the Lmnlavere' competi- 
tion was in progress, states a writer 
in M. A. P. The six-inch guns' 
crew were going strongly when what 
was supposed to be a miss-fire took 
place. After an interval the breach 
was opened and a fearful explosion 
occurred, resulting in the death of 
six of the guns' crew and severe 
burns to several others.

Dr. Chalmers Mitchell, secretary 
>f the Zoological .Society of London, 
in a lecture on "Problems of Ani- 
mals in Captivity," at the Royal in- 
stitution, said : 

"It is extremely doubtful if s 
really natural death ever does occur 
in any kind of animal, including 
man." 

Dr. Mitchell supported Metchni- 
koff's theory that the changes of 
senility are the result of external 
accidents, of the poisons of various 
diseases or of unsanitary conditions. 
If all these causes were removed 
most animals, including men, would 
live to a far greater age than they 
do now. To an animal living in a 
perfectly hygienic world, sheltered 
from all diseases, death would even- 
tually come as the result of the 
slow accumulation of waste matters 
of all kinds in the tissues. 

According to Dr. Mitchell the po- 
tential age of man should certainly 
be placed at well over 100, and it ia 
noticeable that centenarians are 
nowadays quite frequently heard of. 
The number of potential centenar- 
ians among animals ia comparative- 
ly small. Among mammals we have 
only man, whales and elephants, and 
among birds eagles and parrots. 

There is no relation between size 
and potential longevity. A canary 
lircs almost as long pj the o«trieh,l 
while a parrot lives longer than an 
oatrich. 

Among reptile? there are well es- 
tablished cases of turtles and tor- ( 
toises living to 1 50 and 100 years.

MEASURING RAINDROPS. 

Mr. Spencer C. Eussel at a meet- 
ing of the London ttojaj Meteorolog- 
ical society described how he ob- 
tained records of the actual size of 
raindrops. He said the experiments 
head left him to conclude that the 
most satisfactory results were given 
by the use of plaster of paris or fine 
flour pluced in three-inch shallow 
iravs to a depth of one and one-half 
inches. Raindrops during 6ix thun- 
di rstonns had hern registered, vie ld- 
ing a total of 10 1 drops, divided up 
Into the following aiaag; Twenty-five 
of 5 millimeter.-, 10 of 1 niillini. t. r>. 
18 of 3 mil 1 i mi uts, .35 uf 8 milli- 
meters and |f g| 1 millimeter. The 
largest drops occurcd at tho com- 
mencement of the storm, grading off 
a> (hi storm pNgffMMai Before a 
fall of hail a marked increase in drop 
si;-e was apparent.
